THE OPERATIONS BEFORE KARS, 
the official report says: Gen. Melikoff, with the 
object of supporting his cavalry, left his camp on 
April 28, accompanied by twelve battalions,

**Southern complication,” as far as Washington 
goes, has. for the most part. ceased to be 
a complication.

offices. The professional observer of events in 
Washington may be exeused, therefore, if he fol- 
lows the maltitade in ite attempt to grasp the 
troublesome facts connected with this incompre- 
hensible Eastern Question. 

This, in a measure, is a less difficult task, as, in 
student-days, I saw, and was to some extent a part 
of, two European wars. The Eastern Question is 
one which, in each new development, is almost 
eternally the same. It is one of the characteristics 
of the contest that itis the same struggle which 
has been going on ever since the Turks first camped 
in Europe. Almost ten years ago, near the spot 
where the armies are now concentrating, I wrote, 
in substance if not in language, what follows. It 
is true to-day: 

CHECKS TO RUSSIAN AMBITION. 

Sinch the day when, in that romantic spot on the 
Black Sea, the Russian messenger, Prince Menzi- 
koff, in his riding-bvots, so cavalierly presented 
the ultimatum of his Government to the Sultan, 
Russia and Turkey have never been at peace. And 
the indications have recentiy been rapidly increas- 
ing that Russia would be willing to avail herself 


of any means which might remove the check 


placed upon her ambition in the Crimea. The 


treaty of Paris, of 1856, between Great Britain, 


France, Russia, Prussia, Austria, Sardinia, and Tur- 
key, re-establishing the principles of the Conven- 
tion of 1841, with some modifications, neutralized 
the Black Sea by declaring it open to the commerce 
of all nations; whether possessing territory on its 
waters or not. and by prohibiting to Russia and 
Turkey the maintenance of military maritime ar- 
senals in its ports. 
THE BURDEN OF THE TREATY OF PARIS. 

For two reasons this treaty has been, and re- 
mains, humiliating to Russia. It places a serious 
restraint upon her territorial ambition; it separates 
the Greek Church from a large community cf co- 
religionists. St. Petersburg is the Rome of the 
Greek Church, and the Mecca of all Turkish sub- 
jects who are Christians. Indeed, this Church 
claims greater antiquity and higher authority than 
the Church of Rome; and the Patriarchs of the 
Greek Church insist that the latter is the mother, 
and not the daughter, of Rome, and that the only 
— Ecumenical Councils were Eastern Coun- 
cils. | 

THE GREEK CHURCH. 

Dean Stanley tells us in his great work on the 
Christian Church, that, If the voice of authority 
is confident at me, itis scarcely less confident 
in St. Petersburg.

COonducted 
upon the ordinary business principle of re- 
quiring every employe to earn his salary, it 
is shown by the testimony of the Paymaster 
that the laborers’ pay-roll, which now 
amounts to $300,000, could be reduced to 
$225,000, while, by decreasing the number of 
districts and getting rid of a number of use- 
less subordinates, a further reduction of 
$30,000 could be made. And it would un- 
doubtedly be found that a higher degree of 
efficiency would be secured in conse quence 
of such a reduction of the working force. 


A bill has passed the House as an amend-

Parrznrson, after claim- 
ing for some weeks that he had been elect- 
ed, then pretended to have discovered that 
the election for the long term should have 
been held in November, and in November 
some of his friends opened polls in some of 
the counties, and they returned that 2,377 
votes had been polled for him and 79 for 
Betrorpv. The Governor commissioned 
Bzurorp for both terms, and he served out 
the short term. Clerk Apams, however, be- 
cause of the shallow, shameless claim of 
Patrerson, has refused to place the name of 
Mr. Brrronp on the roll of members, in- 
tending thereby to exclude him from any 
voice in the organization of the House. This 
question was submitted to Senator Epmunps 
for his opinion on the matter, and he has 
written a letter holding that the eleetion in 
October was the only legal election, and that 
there was no legal authority whatever for 
the pretended election in November. Parrex- 
son was a candidate for both offices in Oc- 
tober, and was defeated, and he has neither 
moral nor legal claim to the seat. He has 
not even a technicality on which to rest a 
claim for the offiee. Clerk Apams, however, 
cares nothing for all this; he wants to se- 
cure as large a Democratic majority as possi- 
ble by excluding Brtrorp until after the or- 
ganization, and leaving him to take his seat 
a year hence, after a contest over the purely 
imaginative claim of PaTrErrson. 


THE STATE-HOUSE CONTROVERSY. 

A practical end has been put upon thecon- 
troversy over the construction of the Illinois 
State-House by the unanimous, and singu- 
larly clear and concise, report of Messrs. 
Jones, Wurtme, Ramsey, Morra, and 
Frantz, the Senate Committee appointed to 
investigate the matter. We do not see how 
the Legislature can honestly or reasonably 
avoid indorsing this report and carrying out 
its re t In the comments 
made by Tun Tumor of yesterday, we had 
not the advantage of the full text of the re- 
port, and its substance had been only par- 
tially communicated at the moment of writ- 
ing the article. We find that it bears out in 
every particular all that Taz Tammo ever 
charged in regard to to the State-House, and 
that it demands precisely what Tun Taro 
has demanded ever since the Legislature con- 
vened, viz.: That the architect be removed, 
that the Board of State-House Commission- 
ers be abolished, and that simply means be 
taken for the protection of the building as it 
stands for the present. These recommenda- 
tions should be adopted by the Legislature 
with the same unanimity with which they 
are made by the Committee, after a thor- 
ough investigation, extending as far back as 
the 2d of February, and covering the whole 
ground. 

The present State-House Commissioners— 
Jacos Bunn, James H. Beverrper, and Joun 
T. Srvuarnt—and the present architect, Joun 
C. Cocurang, have been practically in charge 
of the work of construction from the outset. 
They have been well compensated for their 
time, as the following statement of the pro- 
fessional and official expenses shows ;

While drawing this amount of money for 
watching the interests of the State, these 
people have expended the entire $3,500,000 
authorized by the Constitution to be expend- 
ed upon a State-House, and have left it in an 
unfinished condition that will require, ac- 
cording their own estimate, $700,000 more to 
complete it. If there has been no corruption 
in the job, then this showing is a serious re- 
flection upon the intelligence and diligence 
of the men responsible for it. As far back 
as early in 1869, not long after the work had 
been begun, a committee of the Senate, com- 


posed of competent and practical men, re- | 


ported to that body that, under the plans, 
the State-House would be more likely to 
cost $5,000,000 than $3,500,000, and recom- 
mended that the architect, and his 
assistant be removed. But the Commission- 


was repeated in the most emphatic manner 
to the last Legislature, when the

It is true that changes were subsequently 
made in the plans, but these changes only 
add to the culpability of the Commissioners 
instead of excusing their conduct. They au- 
thorized an alteration of the dome which in- 
volved an additional outlay of $300,000. 
They approved a system of ornamentation 
which was not merely in bad taste and ex- 
travagant, but which the Committee find to 
be defective and perishable, They report 
that of the Supreme Court-room to be worse 
than useless. The terra-cotta work on the 
balustrades and dome-windows is of bad 
quality and not durable. The expensive 
flooring (marquetry) is so poor, and has al- 
ready shrunken so much, that it is evident 
it will have to be removed and replaced. A 
sort of imitation marble has been employed 
in a large part of the building, which is al- 
ready peeling off, and for which something 
else will have to be substituted. Even an 
inferior quality of Portland cement is found 
to have been used in large quantitiesas a 
substitute for stone or tiling, and will have 
to give way to something else. All 
these things were provided at an 
excessive cost, involving an expendi- 
ture of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars beyond the amount. contem- 
plated by the Constitution, and yet are not 
even substantial, nor durable, nor orna- 
mental. The profligacy of such manage- 
ment is obvious, and a private person erect- 
ing a building under the same conditions 
would suspect his agents of being something 
worse than profligate. 

All this is simply a legislative confirma- 
tion of what Taz Tammo pointed out early 
in the winter. No more money can be ap- 
propriated to complete the State-House 
without being submitted to the approval of 
a popular vote. We have held all along that 
the people would not vote one dollar more 
to be expended under the supervision of the 
men responsible for the past abuses. The 
Senate Committee are evidently of the same 
mind in recommending the removal of the 
architect and the abolition of the Board of 
Commissioners before any appeal be made 
to the people for more money. If the Leg- 
islature fail to carry out these recommenda- 
tions, we warn them again that it will be 
useless to ask the people for any more 
money to bring the work to completion. It 
would be both foolish and wrong to condone 
the abuses that have already occurred by 
confiding any more money to the same men 


for expenditure. 
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GRAIN INSPECTION. 

It is reported that thereis yet room 
hope for the repeal of the law under which 
politicians control the inspection of grain 
in Chicago and at no other point. If the 
bill now pending in the Senate should pass 
that body, it may also receive favorable 
action on the part of the House as a Senate 
measure, notwithstanding the defeat of the 
bill recently brought before the lower body. 

In this connection, it is only simple justice 
to say for the grain-owners and grain- 
merchants who have asked for a change in 
the Inspection law of this State, that they | 
have been misunderstood, and their position | 
It is not true, as alleged. 
that the change is demanded by the grain- 
scalpers and-mere speculators. That class of 
men take little or no interest in the subject 
of inspection. They neither see nor handle 
the property in which they deal, and 
do not attempt to influence the inspection. 
On the other hand, the legitimate dealers, 
by which we mean the men who receive and 
ship the property, are vitally interested in a 
just and proper inspection; and they, al- 
most to a man, urge that the present system 
is a pernicious one, resulting to the detri- 
ment of both the producer and consumer, as 
well as to the damage of the man who han- 
dies the property. Probably 80 per cent 
all the grain that arrives in Chicago is 
vanced upon by Chicago receivers as soon 
it is shipped, or before that event ; and it 
well known that a very large proportion 
all the corn cribbing in the country is do 
by the money provided by commission mer- 
chants in this city. It is therefore idle to, 
say that the receivers of grain are mere 
scalpers, and have no pecuniary interest in 
the grain they receive. Not one farmer in 
a hundred ships his grain directly to 


Chicago; but the men who do ship the et

There can be no doubt that it would be 
for the interest of all parties concerned in 
actually handling grain if the State should 
relinquish the inspection into the hands of 
the trade, where it legitimately and properly 
belongs. / 
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FAILURE OF THE IOWA CONSPIRACY. 

The State of Iowa has been for some 
time the seat of an open revolt, led by the 
State Register of Des Moines and a gang of 
implacables, against the policy of President 
Hayes. They have made use of every provo- 
cation and false representation to produce a 
division of the party in that State, to array 
the State against the President, and to break 
down Mr. McCrary, the Secretary of War, 
one of the best and ablest men Iowa has pro- 
duced. The attempt, however, already be- 
gins to look like a miserable failure, and 
does not command the sympathy of either 
the people or the press of Iowa. Five of 
the strongest daily papers in the State—the 
Davenport Gazetie, Burlington Hawkeye, 
Dubuque Times, Keokuk Gate City, and 
Olinton Herald—are supporting the Presi- 
dential policy freely and solidly. The Daven- 
port Gazette, which has a much larger circu- 
lation and influence than the Des Moines 


— 
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policy. It has resulted, however, in the 
same wretched failure that is observed in 
Iowa. Nine out of ten of the people of 
Illinois and nine out of ten of the news- 
papers support the policy, and will support 
it until it is proved to be a failure.

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THE CAMPAIGN IN ASIA Non. 

The Russian army in Asiatic Turkey, 
Turkish reports to the contrary notwith- 
standing, has thus far made a successful ad- 
vance into Armenia, and seems to have been 
victorious in every important encounter with 
the Turks. If the reader will consult the 
map, the progress of the Russian forces can 
be easily noted. With the Asiatic campaign 
in view, Russia. formed two armies on her 
territory south of the Caucasus. One of 
them, about 60,000 strong, was concentrated 
near the south coast of the Black Sea, hav- 
ing Trebizond for its objective point, and 
commenced moving on the 25th ult. towards 
Batoum, first encountering the Turks, the 
next day, at the mouth of the Thuruckson 
River, where, after slight resistance, accord- 
ing to the latest accounts, the latter fell 
back. Since then there has been no news 
from this section, except that the Turkish 
fleet is bombarding Poti and Fort St. Nich- 
olas on the coast near the Turkish frontier. 

The second army, nearly 100,000 strong, 
was concentrated at Alexandropol, adjacent 
to the Armenian frontier, and but two days’ 
march from Kars, which bars the road to its 


objective point at Erzeroum, 150 miles from 
Alexandropol. | 


The capture of Erzeroum 
would give the Russians control of Armenia 
southward to Van, on a lake of that name 
near the Persian frontier and northward of 
Trebizond, with which it is connected by a 
good road, and the capture of Trebizond 
would cut off the Turkish communications 
by sea, and thus leave the Turks at the 
mercy of the invaders, since there are no 
railroads between Constantinople and Ar- 
menia. The main interest of the campaign 
now centres at Kars, which has been at- 
tacked by the centre of the Russian army 
under Mzuixorr, 40,000 strong. It is evi- 
dent that the attack has been made by only 
a portion of the army, imasmuch as Bayazid, 
which is nearly 100 miles southwest of Kars, 
has been attacked and captured by a power- 
ful Russian force since the attack upon Kars 
commenced. It is net impossible, also, as 
the force around Kars is accompanied by a 
heavy siege train, that it is the Russian plan 
not to wait for the capture of Kars, but to 
advance the larger part of the army 
towards Erzeroum, the capture of 
which would of necessity involve the 
fall of Trebizond and the union of the two 
armies,in which event the fall of Kars 
would be only a matter of time, as well as 


the Russian occupation of the whole of Ar- 


menia. Thus far the Russian operations 
around Kars have been successful. ‘The 
first battle occurred on Sunday last ata 
point five miles from Kars, where the Turks, 


under Movsutar Pian, who served in 


Herzegovina last summer, were dislodged 
from their positions and driven back. 
It is not likely that the investment 
of Kars will be followed by its speedy 
capture. It is a place of great strength, 
situated on a plain, defended by ramparts, 
and surrounded by a ditch, with strong 
works on the outlying hills, and a powerful 
citadel within the walls. In 1828 it was 
captured by the Russian Gen. Pasxrevircu 
by assault. In the Crimean war, however, 
it was strongly fortified under the direction 
of the English, and was so stoutly defended 
by the English Gen. Wurm and the 
Hungarian Gen. Kurrr that the Russian 
assault failed, but, after a two months’ siege, 
it had to surrender from siarvation. It 
should be remembered, however, that the 
Russians have many advantages now that 
they did not possess then. Their artillery 
has greatly improved, especially in heavy 
long-range guns. In 1854 they had no rail- 
road communication. Now they have a road

THE STATE-HOUSE. 
A MISAPPREHENSION CORRECTED. 


4 Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 


Srrineriz.y, III., May 3.—Your editorial to-day 


does great injustice to the Senate State-House In- 


vestigating Committee. It isnot by any means a 
whitewashing report. The reason the report is not 
more emphatic is because Senators Jones, Rainey, 
and Frants, so your correspondent is informed, 
conceded away crimmating points in order to get a 
unanimous report in. favor of the abolition of the 
office of State-House Commissioners. I send you 
herewith 
WHAT WAS REALLY THE REPORT 

of the majority of the Committee, as follows: 

Ph. Decker, a master-builder of twenty years’ 
experience, who built the Chicaco Exposition 
Building, testified before your Committee that 
there are many defects in the building, though 
there is less objection to the workmanship than to 
the material used., The tiling in the north and 
south corridors seems to be of second and third 
class marble. The workmanship on the bases and 
pedestals supporting the dome is only passable. 
There are defects in the material, joints do not 
mitre in some instances, etc.. etc. Upon these 

nts of imperfect material and defective work- 
manship the Committee did not hold it necessary to 
call witnesses. 

THE BUILDING SHOWS FOR ITSELF. 


pon ascending the grand steps in front the citi- 


zen cannot help seeing a mosaic of roughly-hewn 
stone and Portland cement, the latter, after only a 
few months’ wear, exhibiting cracks, seams, and 


scaled surfaces. Inside the building the corridors

In their report of December, 1876, the State- 
House Commissioners inform the Governor that, 
with them, the question is not now so mach 
whether the building is such as the wants and ne- 
cessities and the good taste of the people require 
and demand, as whether itis a fair equivalent for 
the money expended, or, in homely phrase, 
whether it is worth the money. In reply to this 
the Committee boldly assumes the negative. The 
building 1s not in accordance with the good taste of 
the people, ner is it worth the money which has 
been expenaed upon it, and here the Committee 
quotes from the testimony of William D. Richard- 
son. 


THE TROUBLE 
ie the Commiesioners are not practical builders. 
They must take tue architect's word for ecvery- 
thing. This architect was Alfred H. Piquenard, 
now dead. He was a foreigner,—a hot-olooded 
Gaul, educated in the passionate Lonis Quatorz 
school of art. When put in cha of the work on 
the new State- House he at once to shape it 
away from the repabiican goed of style ap- 
proved by the original Board of State-House Com- 
missioners, and confirmed by the Legislative Joint 
Committee on Public Buildings, and engrafted on 
the builaing, wherever he could, inside and out, 
HIS FRENCH IDEAS. 
Admitting that the State-House Commissioners 
lacked practical education, either as builders or 
architects, they nevertheless could not legitimately 
waive their responsibilities as fiscal agents of the 
people, and, when they saw their servant, the 
architect, departing day after day from the orig- 
inal deviyns and specifications and inaugurating 
extraordinary expenditures, the Commissioners 
made themselves parties with him in such «xtrava- 
t and unauthorized waste of money. The 
ouse of Representatives of the Twenty-ninth 
General Assembly ordered an investigation into 
the manner in which the new State-liouse was bo- 
ing built. A select Committee of five was raised 
for the purpose. After looking over the whole

THE FOLLOWING CONCLUSIONS: 

The State- House is being constructed practi- 
cally by one man, whose estimates and conclusions 
are binding as the written law,—A. H. Piquenard, 
the architect, whose estimates lock and unlock the 
State-House Fund for contractors, and by whose 
direction the people of the State are compelled to 
invest $120,000, wrung from their industry, in 
Cupids, gew-gaws, and the most elaborate orna-

He said he would examine the papers ond do what 
was right abont it. Secretary Sherman further 
said. The Government will keep faith with its 
citizens.’’ Reed presented to the Secretary in con- 
nection with his own argument 

A VIGOROUS PAPER 
by Sidney Smith. This paper is a statement of the 
case as Smith understands it, and, in addition to 
the statement of familiar facts, makes quite 
a vigorous attack upon Bluford Wilson for the 
reason that the latter had said that no arrangement 
had been made with him as Solicitor respecting 
immunity. Smith said that nobody pretended 
that Wilson knew about it, and that there was no 
reason that he should know. Sidney Smith sin- 
cerely animadverted upon Wilson, stating that his 
only acquaintance with Wilson was at Cincinnati, 
where he (Smith) thought that Wilson was acting 
more from personal ends than for the public good.

A Talk by J. M. Marshall to the Lyceum 
of Trinity Church.

When he arrived the picture was not attractive;

On tne lake was a 
block-house, with loop-heles above and guard- 
house below. This was Fort Dearborn, and clus- 
tering around it werd a few houses in which the 
population of the town dwelt. All business was 
then transacted on the North Side, on Dear 
born street, and it was pot until some 
warchonses were crected on the south 
side of the river that business moved in 
thatdirection. There was a rope ferry at Dearborn 
street that did good service until a Mr. Norton 
built a draw-bridge, and the old rope ferry's occu- 
pation, like Othello's, was gone. 

He then contrasted that day with the present,

world. 

As the farmer tilled, planted, and reaped, so the 
early settlers wroucht and worked, unt from the 
undergrowth of uncivilization the city had grown 
to de a marvel.

who succeeded the Rev. Jeremiah Porter in the 
old Presbyterian Church. it was the custom of 
this gentleman to escort home the pretty girls 
from the evening meetings. One night he offered 
his services to the bandsomest woman in town, 
and, as it was dark and stormy, he led his com- 
panion into a slough up to her waist, whence she 
was extricated by the speaker.

gentleman, andthe result was a marriage, which 
came off at a church away out of town, on the 
corner of Michigan avenue and Madison street. 
The wedding tour was to Hardscrabble, a subarbd 
situated then where Bridgeport is now. The 
consisted of two wagons, that took in 
their loads and dam them as if 
they weredoads of copl. Lat there was more fun 
in the unconventionalities of that era than in the 
social forms ot to-day, Jim. if you see Charicy 
‘tell him to ask bill tola party at Maria's to-night, ” 
was the early form of invitation. 

One night two lawyers heard a fearful row in the 
basement of their house, and found therein a y 
of five gentlemen, who were ‘* having a high old 
time. The five were fined $5 the next morning for 
intruding into the house.

Important Changes to Be Made in 
the Illinois Central. 


Dissatisfaction of the Foreign Bondholders with 
the Recent Managing Director. 


The Plymouth, Kankakee & Pacific to Be 
Sold The Iowa Pool. 


THE TLLINOIS CENTRAL. 
| ZLIKBLIHOOD OF A NEW DEAL. 

It will be remembered that about two mont 
ago the Dutch and English bondholders of th 
Inno Central Railroad, who had become ve 
much alarmed at the continued falling off in th 
earnings, and the great decline in the stock of th 
road, appointed a committee to repair to this 
country and make a thorough exammation of the’ 
affairs of the road, and aecertain, if possible, th 
causes which brought about the remarkable state of 
as is well known, has 
been in this country for the pae®twe months, has 
traveled over the entire line and its branches, from 
Sioux City to New Orleans, and has thoroughly ex- 
amined everything appertaining to the road and its 
management. All the books and accounts were 
searched and ransacked, and nothing was left 
undone to get at the bottom of the causes 


which brought about the decline in the value of the 
stock of the Company. Having ascertained every- 
thing that could possibly be obtained, the Commit- 
tee left for New York abont two weeks ago to make 
out its report and lay it before the stockholders at 
the next meeting, which occurs at the end of this 
month, The members of the Committee were very 
reticent as to the conclusion they had reached, and 
the only thing that could be learned was that ev- 
erything had been found in splendid condition, and 
that the present management was in no way to 

lame for the faliing-off in the earnings and the de- 
cline in the stock. This condition of atlairs. it was 
said, was produced by natural causes—stagnation 
in business, low rates, unprecedeuted competition 
by the Southwestern lines, and the failure 
of the corn crop along the line of the 
road, and that a revival of business and 
a good crop along the line would soon place it 
again in the front ranks of successful Western 
railroads. It now appears, however, that the con- 
clusion the Committee arrived at was not quite as 
favorable as stated above. While it exonerates 
the officials of the road in this city from ail blame, 
and finds that they have conducted the road's af- 
fairs with as much diligence and faithfulness as 

ible under the circumstances. yet it belleves 
that much of the trouble was due to the mistaken 
policy of Mr. Osborn, the Managing Director and 
leading spirit of the line.

Mr. Tucker 
has been the General Freight Agent of 
the road for many years, and while in that position 
has earned the reputation of one of the best and 
most successful freight men in the country. There 
is nothing connected with the transportation buai- 
nese which he does not know to the minutest de- 
tails. He is a man of great ability, strict integrity, 
and highly esteemed by all who know him. ere 
can be no doubt that in his new ephere of useful- 
nese Mr, Tucker will earn an enviable reputation. 
He can now bestow all his attention on the trans- 
portation matters of the road, and he will undonbt- 
edly succeed, if left free to act, in rescuing the 
road from its present embarrassed condition and 
bringing up the earnings to the figures of a year 
or more ago. It is to be hoped, for the sake of 
this splendid piece of property, that Mr. Tucker 
will be left undisturbed in his present position, no 
matter what change occurs in the management. as 
an equally good man could hardly be found to take 
charge of the transportation business of the road. 

Mr. E. T. Jeffery, heretofore Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Machinery under Mr. Hayes, has been 
promoted to the position of Superintendent, and 
will have to perform the duties heretofore per- 
formed by Mr. Tucker, andthe Division Superin- 
tendents will have to report to him hereafter. Mr. 
Jeffery has been connected with the Mechanical 
Department of the illinois Central Kailroad for the 
last twenty years, and has worked his way up from 
an apprentice. He is an excellent mechanic, but 
whether he is fitted to satisfactorily perform the 
duties of Superintendent will have yet to be dem 
onstrated. ‘there is a probability that he has 
been appointed merely to fill the position until the 
changes to be madein the management of the road 
shall have been definitely decided upon.

OUR CONSTITUTION. 


Distrust of the People by Its Framers---The 
Electoral College Not Only Useless, but 
Dangerous. 

From Senator Oliver P. Morton's Article in the North 

American Review for June. 

This election (an election by the House of Rep- 
resentatives when no person had received a ma- 
jority of the votes of all the Electors appointed) 
was to be made by the members of the House, who 
had been elected nearly two years before, and who 
could not be supposed to represent the latest ex- 
pression of the podualar will. Thus the choice of 
the President was removed as far as possible 
from the people to have the office ejective at all. 
The Constitution provides that the Judges of 
the Supreme Court shail hold their offices during 
good behavior, that the Senators shall be chosen 
by the Legislatures of the States, and not by 
the people, thus removing their choice as far as 

asible from popular passion and control. 

The only department of the Government in which 

the voice of the people was to be directly expressed 

was in the election of Representatives. The 
framers of the Constitution did not believe that it 
was safe to trust the people directly with the ad- 
ministration of the Government, except in a very 
limited degree. They had been educated in the 
fear of democracy, and while asserting in the Dec- 
laration of Independence their belief in the natural 
rights of man, and that government should exist 
only by the consent of the governed, they after- 
ward showed how theoretical and shadowy their 
notions upon the subject were, by permitting the 
continuance of slavery, and giving to it constitu- 
tional guarantees, and by so constructing the Gov- 
ernment as to leave the people out as far as possi- 
ble. The framers of the Constitution were masters 
of the English language. Perhaps no instrument 
has been framed in modern times fn which words 
were used with so much precision, and in which so 
much has been embraced in a compara- 
tively few sentences. They were consummate 
masters of words, and the debates in the.Conven- 
tion show the remarkable care and acenracy dis- 
played in the selection of a word intended to con- 
vey a particular idea, but not liable to miscon- 
struction or mistake. In other respects the wisdom 
of the framers of the Constitution has not been so 
conspicnous. The events of a hundred years have 
shown that their fears of democracy were not well 

Frounded, and taat the true dangers to our instita- 

tions lay in other directions than those which were 
ever present in their minds. What is true in ar- 
chitecture is true under our system of government, 
the broader the base the safer and more endur- 
ing the structure. The great body of the American 
people are incapable of corruption. They are too 
numerous to be bought. and too virtuous to be 
reached by any sinister influence to which they 
may be exposed. While the means of corruption 
may be abundant enough to reach and con- 
trol a select body of 300 or 500 men, they 
amount to nothing when brought to bear upon 
millions, -The masses of the people are liable to 
be imposed upon, it is true, but their purpose is al- 
ways right, though their policy may sometimes be 
wrong; they intend todo right, and to advocate 
those measures which will result in the popular 
good; and, if they fail to do so, it is because they 
are imposed upon, or have not the proper informa- 
tion. The freedom of speech and of the press is 
the great guaranty of our liberty and prosperity. A 
comparatively few intelligent men upon each side 
of political questions, wielding the power of the 
former, or of the press, put parties upon an equal- 
ity, and protect them to a great extent from the 
dangers of imposition and fraud. Just as able at- 
torneys put an intelligent and an ignorant suitor 
on substantially the same footing before the jury, 
so do freedom of speech and of the press, while not 
at ail compensating forthe ignorance of masses, 
place parties on an equality, and protect the 
people in the main from imposition and 
wrong. The instinct and the purpose of 
the masses being honest and in the right 
direction, politicians are compelled to recognize 
that fact and address themselves to it, and could 
not, if they tried, forany great length of time, 
palm a fraudulent policy uponthem. Thereis no 
community so ignerant as to be forany length of 
time successfully imposed upon by fraudulent 
promises and measures. The degree of common 
sense is everywhere about the same. There will 
be found in every county and in every neighbor- 
hood some men of sufficient intelligence to take a 
generally correct view of what is right and what is 
to their interest. 

Another fact which the enemies of republican 
government in Europe have been slow to recog- 
nize is the conservatism of the masses of the 
American people. The enemies of repabiicaniem 
have through centuries opposed it upon the ground 
that the poopie are governed by passion and im- 
pulse, variable in their notions, apes down to- 

orrow what they built up to-day, and incapable of 

Vx steady purpose or eee The experience of a 

hundred years with the American people has 

demonstrated the fact that the great mass are op- 
posed to change—are steady, conservative, and 
consistent in their views, and will not consent to 
any alteration in the fundamentai plan of govern- 
ment, except upon the clearest convictions, estab- 
lished by long experience, of the necessity for a 
change. While we have new schemes of govern- 
ment and of civil and social polity ging up 
among those who claim to be the ucated and 
learned members of society, aud in fact are, these 
proposed changes hardly ever reach or aflect. the
